quire any degree, and thia means that 
Canada pa.vs for ronielhing by wlilch 
Ihc United (States profits without in- 
currinp any expense. A short ilmo ago, 
scx'cnteen Ontario lawyers, who were 
unable to pain even the .<<ni.-»11cst 
cllcnirlr, wonl to Florida,' hc.irinp of 
CfTtnin opportnnltleH Ihpio l.i lanj- 
conveynnclnp. This .«tnic of nffalrp In 
obviously unfair, yet it Is the Incvlt- 
able result of democratic education 
leading to the ?o-CTllcd profcsKlonn. 
The trouble seoms lo lie in the fact 
tliat while the entrance .standarils .ire 
democratic, the curriculum Is undcnio 
cratlc. glvlne "professional" training 
rather than "vocational", although 
there should, properly speaking, be no 
distinction bclwrcn these two word.'. 

The "white-collar" Job? arc practi- 
cally filled to the saturation point, and 
the wage-scale bas somersaulted, re- 
sulting In proportionall}' higher remu- 
neration for manual labout\. than for 
intellectual.
